Alexander Hasmy til, the landscape 
painter, say s London Answers, was 
a man fruitiul in expedients.

liis mind, the fact that a thing could 
not b e done in tlic ordinary manner 
was no reason whv it should b ci» ’iven 
up. 
H ’s son relates the following 
interesting example of his inge­ 
nuity : 
The duke of Athol, say s Im, con­ 
sulted him as to some improvements 
which he desired to make in his 
woodland 
scenery near 
Dunkeld. 
Among other things, a certain rocky 
ci-ag needed to b e planted with trees, 
to relieve the grim b arrenness of its 
appearance. 
The question was how 
to do it, as it was impossib le for any 
man to climb the crag, in order to 
set seed or plants in the clefts of the 
rocks. 
A happy idea struck my father. 
Having ob served in front of the 
castle a pair of small cannon, used 
for firing salutes on great day s, it 
occurred to him to turn them to ac­ 
count.

RUSSIAN EXPLORATIONS. 


Tw o Sci nt’fic Ex p editions in Central 
Asia—On O 
h ^r.-Teng*e. 
The scientific ex p * lit! >*.1, u nder 
the directi m of M. Clementz, which 
is trav eling in C mtral Asia, u nder 
the p atronage of the Ru ssian 1 m 
p crial Geograp hical society , left the 
town of Urge, in Chinese territory , 
on May 24, 18:>5, to ex p lore Mon­ 
golia. 
Not being able to carry ou t 
their intended ascent of theOtk hon- 
Tengiv , 
the highest peal: of the 
Ilangai range, the ox o’ wors had to 
coniine themselv es to the secondary 
peak s, among which they discov ered 
a small glacier. 
In Ju ne, 
18 90, 
howev er, M. Clementz and his com­ 
p anions su cceeded in ascending the 
Otk hon-Tengre u p to a p oint which 
they estimated as being from 13.000 
to 14,000 feet abov e sea 1 n* 4. 
Tiiey 
fou nd no nativ e willing t > accom­ 
p any them, and they were ev en told 
that the ascent of the mou ntain was 
q u ite impossible. 
M. Clementz dis­ 
cov ered in the Hangai range two 
small v olcanoes, which had ev ident­ 
ly been ex tinct for a long time, 
while nu merou s indications le i them 
to su p p ose that there are many 
others in this range. 
The Ru ssian Imp erial Geograp h­ 
ical society has receiv ed from the 
town of Khotan some news of Dr. 
Sv en Heding’s scientific ex pedition. 
The Swedish ex p lorer left Kashgar 
on December 14, and made his way 
by Yark and and Karghalik to Kho­ 
tan. 
Starting from the latter town, 
he sp ent nearly hv e months in ex ­ 
p loring the su rrou nding cou ntry , 
and discov ered the ru ins of two 
ancient towns. One of these towns, 
which is of v ast size, contains some 
remains of monu ments, the archi­ 
tectu ral sty le of which seems to in­ 
dicate that they are of Indian origin. 
Then, crossing the desert as far as 
the bank s of the Kiria-Daria, the 
ex p edition fell in with a small no­ 
madic tribe to the north of this 
riv er, so isolated from the rest of 
mank ind that its members did not 
k now whether Yak u b Beg still ex ­ 
isted, or whether they belonged to 
China. 
"Whole herds of wild camels 
were also met with, two or three of 
these animals falling v ictims to the 
rifles of the p arty . On reaching the 
ex treme confines of the desert, Dr. 
Sv en Heding fou nd a series of lak es 
and marshes, which, in all p robabil­ 
ity , cov er the former bed of Lak e 
Lob-Nor, thou gh the formation of 
these lak es, as it wou ld seem, only 
dates from nine y ears back .—St. 
Petersbu rg Corresp ondence London 
Standard.

Althou gh the condi­ 
tions of electric lighting there dif­ 
fer greatly in many resp ects from 
those in America, there are some 
p oints abou t the enterp rise which 
are worth considering as ap p licable 
wherev er limited q u antities of cu r­ 
rent are req u ired. 
The corp oration 
which has the right to the p enny -in- 
the-slot met ms is emp owered to en­ 
ter into contracts with electric su p ­ 
p ly comp anies or mu nicip al corp ora­ 
tions for the su p p ly 
of 
electric 
energy ; to wire and fit ou t for elec­ 
tric lighting the premises, su ch as 
small stores, etc., of consu mers of 
electricity , and to generally dev elop 
and demonstrate the sy stem of su p ­ 
p ly ing electricity throu gh p rep ay ­ 
ment meters. 
It is obv iou sly to the 
adv antage of electric su p p ly com­ 
p anies to combine with the S3rndi- 
eate, as the indu stry of the p enny - 
in-the-slot sy stem will considerably 
increase the “earning cap acity ” of 
their p lant. 
For instance, while the 
av erage rev enu e from 
the eight 
candle-p ower 
lamp s 
at 
p resent 
wired in London does not ev epprl 
two dollars p er lamp p er annu m, 
the lamp s u sed by su ch consu mers 
as the s}rndicate p rop oses to intro­ 
du ce shou ld dou ble or treble the 
av erage tak ing p er lamp p er an­ 
nu m. 
By the u se of this sy stem the 
consu mer is reliev ed of the trou ble 
of q u arterly accou nts. 
He alway s 
k nows ju st where he stands, as one 
p enny will p rov ide an eight candle- 
p ower light for six hou rs, and the 
light can be switched 
011 and off at 
will. 
This retailing of the electric 
cu rrent which is alway s on tap will 
be an immense conv enience to small 
stores and p riv ate hou ses, and p rom­ 
ises to mark the era of a new de­ 
v elop ment iu the su p p ly of electri­ 
city .—St. Lou is Globe-Democrat.

COMING OF THE MESSIAH. 


American Citizens in Palestine Ask 
United S tates Protection. 


W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Jan. 12 — 
There are several hundred persons 
residing in Jerusalem claiming the 
protection of this government who 
have been greatly aroused over a 
recent circular sent by the secretary 
of state to Consul General Wallace, 
directing him to withhold protec­ 
tion from all American citizens who 
have gone to Palestine to await the 
coming 
of Christ, and whom the 
consul may reasonably suspect of 
having no intention of returning to 
this country. 
A long petition, signed by a num­ 
ber of these persons, has been for­ 
warded 
here and laid before the 
president, 
protesting 
against 
the 


action of Mr. Olney. 
This matter 
has perplexed the state department 
and produced no end of trouble,but 
the orders of the officials are plain 
and explicit and admit of no con­ 
tention. 
If the department is sat­ 
isfied that people have gone to Tur­ 
key with the intention of making 
tbeir stay brief, or if such 
per­ 
sons 
are 
engaged 
in 
mercantile 
pursuits, 
representing 
American 
houses, 
they 
may 
reside 
in 
Turkey 
the 
remainder 
of 
their 
lives 
and 
still 
claim 
the 
full protection of this government. 
It is that class, however, which are 
not American citizens in feeling or 
otherwise, except that 
they 
lived 
here long enough to get a passport 
and naturalization, which the state 
department does not propose to rec­ 
ognize as citizens. 
There 
is one 
exception to the above class living 
in Turkey— the missionaries. These 
men are supposed to make Jerusa­ 
lem and other parts under Turkish 
domination their homes, and can 
and do secure every two years pass­ 
ports guaranteeing them the protec­ 
tion of the flag.
